The parUeiriar amendment which 
brouglit this about was onfe which 
would pemiit the Seiiretary itf 
Agriculture, with approval of the 
Pr^ident, to license processors to 
carry out a marketing program 
needed to help fanners, even if 
the majority of processors object- 
ed. 

, The farmers have lined up be- 
hind this amendment, feeling that 
some agreement of this sort is 
necessary. The general purpose 
of the entire AAA revision is to 
help farmers control their own 
market. Thus, when the National 
Editorial association begins to use 
arguments originally brought for- 
ward by the packers who wish to 
continue to control the market, in 
order to scare the ^»«ss,^ one sees 
that free press is not the issue at 
all. 

■ It is a little amazing that the 
NEA should have fallen Tor this 
line of attack. The weekly press 
especially, which the National 
Editorial association purports to 
serve, has been much more bene- 
fited by the AAA than any other 
one agency. Last year, it secured 
directly additional advertising

Delagations from all parts of 
Princess Anne County attended 
the semi-annual conference on 
road matters between the County 
Board of Supervisors and H. L. 
Hanger, resident engineer of the 
State Highway Commission last 
week. 

Gravely these delcgeliDUii tiilfl 
the board of the need for im- 
proved roads in this section of the 
county, and as gravely the Board 
considered each proposal before 
approving or rejecting it. 

When the meeting had conclud- 
ed the Board had 'approved four 
short additions to the state 
secondary system, as well as per- 
manent improvements for 13 
roads. They had rejected but two 
proposals, both for addilion to the 
secondary system. 

At first glance, this would seem 
to indicate that roads in the 
county will be hardsurfaced. 

But this is not true. 

The Virginia Betich News was 
informed by Mr. Hanger that al- 
though these additions and im- 
provements will be formally ap- 
proved by the^ State Highway 
Commission, they will probably be 
shelved until such time when 
funds will be available for the 
work. And this. Mr. Hanger said, 
may require years. 

Princess Anne county. Mr. Han- 
ger said, receives an annual ap- 
propriation of $47,021 for road 
improvements and additions. 
From this the cost of maintenance 
of roads already in the system is 
removed before the balance is ap- 
plied to the new improvements. 

Funds were used so quickly last 
year, he further stated, that ap- 
proximately $50,000 worth qf im- 
provements, approved at the fall 
conference still remain undone, 
waiting for funds. 

Why. the News asked Mr. Han- 
ger, is not more money made 
available for this county? What 
is the system of apportioning 
road money? 

The answer was startling. 
Funds for roads .he replied, are 
apportioned to various counties 
in proportion* to the amount of 
property tax they pay. Thus small 
counties with large factories re- 
ceive considerable more money for 
roads than larger counties such 
as Princess Anne which really 
heed them: ————— 

A movement is now being con- 
sidered to ask the next legislature 
to change this system so that the 
money will be apportlMied in ac- 
cordance with the amount of gas- 
oline tax paid by each county. 
This the News feels, would prove 
a fairer system, and would enable 
Princess Anne county to improve 
roads which today are almost im- 
passable.

pockets by means of AAA con- 
tracts. Newspapers, greatly de- 
pendent upon the buying power of 
the masses for existence, found 
their condition somewhat im- 
proved, especially in the weekly 
field where . the influx of rural 
cash was most quickly felt. 

On a personal basis, the charge 
that the present Secretary of 
Agriculture would be interested in 
hampering the press, is absurd. 
From his own backgrouhd as pub- 
lisher of a farm weekly, it is in- 
conceivable that Secretary Wal- 
lace would lend endorsement to 
any measure which would Jeopar- 
dize the field with which he has 
been identified. 

The free press bugaboo has been 
raised persistently— and without 
much cause. It was invoked in 
the case of the Copeland bill in 
the Senate last year, against NRA 
and a number of other measures 
in which "interests" appeared. It 
has been observed that the Ad- 
ministration has steered clear of 
any action which would endanger 
free press. In setting up various 
loan agencies, it declined te~per- 
mit loans to news papers on (he 
ground that the freedom guar- 
apteed by. the constitution would 
be continuad. 

It is to be hoped that the Na- 
tional Editorial association will 
discontinue any efforts to align 
the newspapers with the big pro- 
cessors, when the interests of the 
newspapers themselves are so 
clearly identified with the farmer.

Lloyd Douglas' "Green Light" 
is bound tO" be one of the most 
popular of the Spring's novels. 
There is something deeply inter- 
esting about the author's ideals 
and theories of living. In "The 
Magnificent Obsession." a novel 
which came out unheralded and 
crept into the lives of thousands, 
iiloyd Douglas developed the idea 
of unselfish well-doing as the 
source of power and success. In 
his new book, he presents the 
thought that a crisis in life prop- 
erly met works out to spiritual 
advancement, while one impro- 
perly met leads to a spiritual dis- 
integration which causes moral 
and physical decay. An estab- 
lished physician blights the car- 
eer j>f a young dpctpr by allowing 
him to take the blame for an un- 
successful operation, unsuccessful 
because of the older man's emo- 
tional instability. Then comes the 
problem of the older man's regen- 
eration, and the younger man's 
love for the daughter, of the wo- 
man whose life was thus lost. The 
author, in the person of Dean 
Harcourt, delivers his message 
without preaching. 

The thought which gives rise to 
Elizabeth Mattox Roberts' "He 
Sent Forth a Raven" is darkly 
unusual. Stoner Drake, despair- 
ing of his beloved second wife's 
life, vows that if she dies he will 
never again set foot upon God's 
green earth. This ingrown and 
brooding man ruins his daughter's 
life by a false accusation. He at- 
tempts to spoil the romance of his 
sensitive granddaughter, Jocelle, 
but she escapes to the man she 
loves. Finally, softened by the 
exhortaUons of a fanatical tramp, 
and more than anything by old 
age, the memory ot his resent- 
m e nt l e av e s S ton e r Dca k e.

Through good years and bad, air 
mileage has steadily increased. 
What the limits of this progr ess 
will be no one can now foreseer-f^ 
but as progress continues there is 
certain to be a constant increase in 
the need for skilled men on the 
flying fields and in the factories 
where the planes and engines are 
constructed. Few lines of work seem 
to offer better opportunities to the 
young man starting on his career. 

"To be an aviation technician re- 
quires both experience and techni- 
cal knowledge. License require- 
ments and otiier government regu- 
lations have made it impossible for 
any but highly skilled men to suc- 
ceed. These requirements, however, 
have broadened the opportunities 
for the young man willing to work, 
to study and to learn. 

The most direct start toward suc- 
cess in this field would be getting 
a job liS a helper or apprentice in a 
plant where planes or engines are 
built, or in a shop at a flying field. 
If this is impracticable, the young 
man can get a start toward the ulti- 
mate goal by obtaining a similar 
job in a shop where almost any type 
of Iiigh-speed ihteinal combustion 
engine is built, asst-mblod, or re- 
paired.

Secretary oLAgricul- 
tare Henry A. Wallace announced 
today that a minimum allotment 
of the full amount of his base 
production would be made to each 
eoiton producer with an estab- 
lished base production of noet 
bales. This is in accordance with 
ttie policy announced several 
wMks ago when the 1935 regula- 
tknis under the Bankhead Act 
were awproved. Under the exist- 
hig regulations tenants operating 
a part of a farm do not have a 
separate base. 

Discussing t|je prospects for 
successful control of the 1935 cot- 
ton crop and the lending policy 
of the Government, Secretary 
Wallace made the following state- 
ment: 

"With the planting season un- 
der way, it is important that cot- 
ton producers be more fully 
acquainted with the plans of the 
Oovemment which ' will concern 
the 1§35 cotton crop. 

/^e are proceeding to make al- 
lotments in the manner which has 
previously been announced. No 
cotton farmer has any warrant to 
expect that his allotment will be 
in excess of 65 percent of his base 
production, unless the farm which 



t(m i»t)gnnn under the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act nor will any 
loans be nuMte on the 1^5 crop 
to say pitKhieer tf« an amouiH of 
cotton^ in-excKs^ of his att<ri;m»it 
under the SasXhmd Act."

crop in conflict with the existing 
approach for control of cotton 
production. 

Loan Policy 
"The 12 cent loans on the 1934 
cotton holdings will be extended 
beyond the maturity date of July 
31, 1935. As to a loan on the 
1935 crop, it is the purpose of the 
Administration to provide ade- 
quate credit facilities to cotton 
farmers to permit the orderly 
marketing of the new crop. ' It 
should be emphasized, however, 
that the Commodity Credit Corp- 
oration will make no loans on the 
1935 cotton crop to any producer 
who is not cooperating in the cot- 



the Bureau of Agrieifltural gcon- 
omks, compared with M.100.000 
bales last year, and with a ten- 
year average of S,530,e00 bales. 
Production in foreign countries 
is estimated now at 12.«».000 
iKiles, or 400.000 bales less than 
the bureau's January estimate, 
and about 184,000 bales less than 
the record foreign production in 
1933-34.

Ninety-four farmers have sign- 
ed cotton reduction contracts to 
date, Mr. Ozlin said. The time 
limit for these contracts closes 
April 15, and between 100 and 110 
are expected to be signed by that 
time. 

Only 70 farmers signed similar 
contracts last year. They agree 
to cut their cotton crops from 25 
to 35 per cent and are reimbursed 
by the government for doing so.

No cleaiier indicatimi of the 
need for hitelUgent handling of 
the relief p«*lem In Virginia is 
to be had than this analj^is of the 
State's rural case load, according 
to Miss Margaret Well, social ser- 
vice director for the Virginia 
^nergenc^ Relief Administration. 

"This cblidition presents a two- 
fold problem," Miss Well declared. 
"Not only must the material needs 
of the family be provided for, but 
the social and moral stamina of 
these 'relief children*, must be 
preserved. 

"Since society still attaches f| 
certain stigma to the family 
which finds it necessary to depend 
on public relief, cruel and un- 
reasonable though this ma y be, 
its^ost harmful effect is borne 
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ity to do all in out power to pre- 
vent it. 

"Children cannot appreciate the 
conspiracy of economic events 
which has brought destitution to 
their homes. They see their 
fathers out of work and despond- 
ent; their mothers harassed by 
the cares of holding a poverty- 
stricken home together; they 
themselves are poorly fed and 
clothed. They contrast this con- 
dition with that in more fortunate 
homes in the neighborhood. 

"Under such circumstances, 
normal children feel a sense Of 
shame, and- tai tiiak feeling of In' 
feriority are grounded many of 
Oie social Ills which beset us to- 
day—crime, delinquency and 
maladjustment." 

Greater emphasis should be 
placed on child welfare work. Miss 
Well said, if the country is to be 
spared the hazardous consequences 
of a generation reared in resent- 
ment for the social order. 

Another factor contributing to 
this need, she pointed out, was 
the presence on the rural cases 
load of 3,178 fatherless families 
and 784 motherless families. 
Families from which either par. 
ent Is missing always present 
more serious problems than a 
complete family 'unit. 

The survey ^owed that out of 
a total relief population in the 
counties during December of 147,- 
340 persons, 72,747, or 49.38 per 
cent, were under 16 years of age; 
that 70,551, or 47.83 per cent, were 
between the ages of 16 and 64, 
and that 4,042 or 2.74 per cent, 
were past 64. 

The survey did not include the 
21 city relief units, but Mr. Eure 
^timates that if the same pro- 
portions hold true for the cities 
as obtoln in the counties, the total 
number of persons on relief in 
the State under 16 as of last De- 
cember was 126,636.

A yacht basfai to be located 
in the vkinity of Virginia 
Boidi, the initial cost of 
which wonU exceed $100,000 
is now being discussed and 
It/IB Dfrofa^Iy take some ma- 
tei^form^soolirthe Virginia 
Beach News teamed from an 
m ih uilt ative source today. 

The construction of such a 
basbn has been considered for 
some time, the News learned 
and a committee of prominent 
Beach residents has already 
been working onjhe proposed 

project. 

Rumors of the proposed pro- 
ject reached New York, and as a 
resnK Fnu* C. True, yachting 
editor of the New York Sun made 
a apedal trip to the Beach this 
week to Investigate the matter. 

A conference with F. E. Turin, 
director of the Norfolk Advertis- 
ing Board revealed little except 
kt such a project had been dis- 
OttfMed. but the News has learned 
ftofa other sounxs that action on 
the mi^i'^wfll be taken shortly 
to pnvent a similar plan being 
adopted in Norfolk. 

Tlie 14.800,000 work and relief 
blU recently. paned by Congress 
and signed by President Roosevelt 
diould serve to help make the 
proposal an act uality since it is 
idanned to use FERA or simUar 
funds in consiructlng the basin 
and in d<ring the necessary dredg- 
ing. 

Exactly who is supporting this 
project could not he learned to- 
day, although it is known that 
Hugh W. Davis. Norfolk attorney 
who lives at Virginia Beach, is one 
oi the heads of the local commit- 
tee. Mr. Davis was out of town 
this week and could not be reach- 
ed for comment on the subject. 

The exact location of the basin 
has not been determined as yet 
either. One suggestion has been 
BUUle to create an anchorage dir- 
In the Ocean, while another 
has been to dredge Linkhorn Bay 
so tliat the anchorage might be 
buUt by the Cavalier Country 
Club. 

The most likely proposal how- 
ever Is to dredge the Lynnhaven 
blet and Lynnhaven Bay so that 
iarge yachts may steam in 
and use that cimtparatively safe 
oave as thehr anchorage. 

Tliis location would also prove 
aooea^lde to the Coast Guard, 
who. aociKding to rumors, are 
planning to move their Cape 
H[eni7 station to the mq^th of 
Lgmnhaven miet, so that they 
might keep a 60-foot power boat, 
anchored in the newly dredged 
basin ready fw use in rescue 
work. 

Tiie attributes and assets to be 
derived from the cMistructiim of 
such a basin are numerous. Mr. 
True, while here, pointed out that 
approadmately ^HW yachts travel 
southward each fall and north- 
wMd Mu^ spring, and that Vir- 
ginia Beuh would be an ideal 
spot for them to iiop on their 
trip. TUs of course, would serve 
to lengthen the Beach's summer 
■eason by at least two or three 
weeks cm each end.

PabKc Hearing April 22; 
Town of Virginia Beach to 
Be Represented. 

The Princess Anne county tax 
rate situation is now in such a 
state of confusion that even mem- 
liers of the County Board of Sup- 
^visors are not certain as to what 
itis all about. 

At the February meeting of the 
Board, a resolution was pa§^ed 
tentatively raising the general 
county levy from 50 cents to 155 
cents per $100 assessed value and 
towering the countv school levy 
from 90 cents to Stents a hun- 
dred. 

To offset any loss of revenue 
for seho^,- the 

same .meeting also voted to ap- 
propriate a sum not to exceed 
42500 for use on the school bu dget , 
if necessary. 

At the March meeting'©^ the 
Board however, it changed its 
mind and decided to rescind the 
action concerning the $2500. 

On April 3, a public hearing was 
held in regards to the lowering of 
the county school levy, but no one 
appeared so no action of any kind 
was taken. 

Thus, at the present time^ jjc- 
cording to the minutes of the 
Board of Supervisors both tenta- 
tive changes In the County levy 
stand for the present. 

iBut some members of the Coun- 
ty Board and other county of- 
ficials aiC not exactly plear on 
this matter. Some believe that the 
action of rescinding the $2500 ap- 
propriation plus the lack of people 
at the public hearing will auto- 
matically put the county school 
levy back at 90 cents. 

Others believe that these ac- 
tions had returned both levies to 
their former level. 

But, aceording to the books, 
neither of these two schools are 
as yet correct. 

If the tentative changes go 
through as planned, the town of 
Virginia Beach stands to lose, 
since all of the general county 
levy goes to the county, while 
the school fund levy Is apportion- 
ed to the various districts accord- 
ing to the amount they pay. 

If the school levy Is returned 
to normal, but the general levy 
Is raised as planned, then the 
whole county, including the town 
of Virginia Beach stands to lose, 
since their tax rate will be raised 
5 cents a hundred. 

In eit her case, the enti re matter 
will probabir be settled^lTr the 
monthly meeting of the Board on 
April 22, when a public hearing 
on the tentative raise of the gen- 
eral county levy is scheduled to 
be held. 

Mayor Roy Smith. <rf Virginia 
Beach, will head a delegation 
from that town which will appear 
before the Board to oppose the 
i-alse. Several other delegations 
are also expected to appear.

"Politically, we are Democratic 
but where the Democratic prin-

So we should like to suggest 
that effwts to hold a meeting in 
the South be abandoned, and that 
a joint reunion of- the United 
CCHifederate Veterans and the 
Grand Army of the Republic be 
held in WashfaiglSon. The ranks 
of both organizations are thinning 
fast, and it is certain that neither 
can hold many more conventions. 
Why do not both of them decide 
now to hold their final one to- 
gether at the national capital this 
year? 

It would symbolize the burying 
of sectional differences and the 
rise of a united country. It would 
be in the spirit of General Robert 
E. Lee, who counseled his old 
soldiers after the war to forget 
their hostility for the North, to 
"abandon all these local animosi- 
ties and make your sons Ameri- 
cans." 

If Lee could give such advice as 
this in the shadow of Appomattox, 
we do not understand why the 
men who fought under him with 
such valor and devotion cannot 
follow his advice 70 years later. 
There has b^n objection in the 
ranks of the U. D. C. in the past 
to the idea that the organization 
might some day join with the G. 
A. R., in token that past enmities 
were ITcfrgot teh. A jo int reunion 
was suggested for 1933 by a dele- 
gate to the U. D. C. reunion at 
Richmond in 1932. but the pro- 
posal was defeated. 

We fear, too, that there are 
members of the G. A. R. who 
would have difficulty in reconcil- 
ing themselves to the idea of unit- 
ing fraternally with "rebels" and 
"traitors." BUt Is It possible that 
a majority of both bodies still are 
unable to entertain the idea of 
meeting together in comradeship 
before they go to their last 
bivouac? The war ended three- 
score and ten years ago. Surely 
the participants In that conflict 
are not so imbued with bitterness 
toward one another that they re- 
fuse to ftiake one last conciliatory 
gesture. 

Such a gesture, in the guise of 
a Joint reunion, would, we are 
sure, meet with the overwhelm- 
ing approval of American citizens 
everywhere. Certainly it is im- 
possible to believe that the pecqile 
of Virginia .Lee's native State, 
would hesitate to give It their un- 
qualified indorsement.

This, coupled with a good eigh 
teen-hole golf course, would also 
hel p BO that our city w ould be 
al?Ie"to o ount on t ourists^lo^stay 
for a season, the same as they do 
in Florida. * 

With the number of tourists 
visiting this section of the Penin- 
sula daily on the increase, it is 
most necessary that they be ac 
corded every facility for lirolong- 
intr their stay. A hotel of not less 
than 200 rooms is needed and 
should be bunt so that extra ad 
ditional rooms can be added. 
There is nothing which attract 
tourists so much as^ ample accom- 
modations for their visit.

Dr, D. C. Lochead, 
deputy health oftlcer of Rochester. 
Minn., said In an address before 
the Federation of National Millers 
In Chicago 

He pointed out that wheat flour 
contains from 8 to It Per cent 
protein and from 65 to TB per cent 
carbohydrate, while white bread 
contains about SB per cent water. 
B3 per cent carbohydrate, nine per 
cent protein and one per cent fat 

"The contents of whole wheat 
bread and graham bread are very 
nearly the same, but the carbohy- 
drate and protein of MjJ)lte bread 
are more digestible than the carbo- 
hydrate and protein df either whole 
wheat or graham bread." Dr. Loch- 
ead added 

He emphasized that individuals 
who believe they should have more 
roughage In the food they eatshould 
first consult a physician and rec- 
ommended that bran be used as a 
separate dish Instead of "spoiling 
nice, wholesome white bread" by 
tncluding It In the baking. 

"If It la a vitamin deflclency that 
Is the bugaboo, especially Vitamin 
B, why not have more yeast put 
In the bread — It makes It lighter 
and more digestible; or take your 
yeast separately." 

Dr. Lochead stated that fre- 
quently food faddists In their en- 
thusiasm cry for more roughaire 
and more vitamins at the same 
time and exalt as their remedy 
whole wheat bread, forgetting that 
If whole whesat bread Is more valu- 
able because It contains vitamins 
and roughage, that the roughage 
hurries the food material through 
the lnt<«stln.il.tt".ict undigested and 
unabsoriKJ w that the vliamin 
content Is lo.<t.

The Sampler h|s seen many 
good booRs in its time, but none 
over which It could wax more en- 
thusiastic than "Of Time and the 
River." Written by Thomas 
Wolfe, it is Just about the biggest 
thing that has come out since the 
author's "Look Homeward. Angel" 
—and we use the adjective "big- 
gest" advisedly. The characters 
are all larger than life, and the 
mold of the novel is stupendous. 
Into the person of Eugene Gant. 
the son of a small Southern .stone- 
cutter, the author pours all the 
cries of youth, its longing for all 
knowledge, its guest in every place 
for experience, Its groping fov 
everything that is. Into the novel 
the author has flung the sweeping 
.spectacle of A^herica. its vastness, 
crudeness and poetic beauty, 
which he sings as lustily as any 
Walt Whitman. Coarseness and 
grandeur make the symphony. It 
is a book for Titans, a book to be 
clutched to the spirit greedily, or 
to be hated without stint. Thomas 
Wolfe is a Carolinian, but it. would 
take half a world and more than 
a century to claim him. 

In the very shadow of Thomas 
Wolfe's achievement, it is the 
Sampler's unpleasant duty to 
bring up another Southern author. 
WiUlaiu Faulkner. Mr. Faulkner's 
work has brought the new South- 
ern school a large measure of re- 
cognition, but has. along with the 
work of such authors as Ersklne 
Caldwell, largely caused the school 
to be characterized as "realistic," 
and very, very "frank," even 
where frankness has to be drag, 
ged in by the heels. At first we 
were merely angry with Mr. Faul- 
kner for dissipating a fine talent, 
which alone should command an 
audience anywhere, on morbid 
themes of sex excitation. Now 
his new Wwk, "Pylon" has come 
out. Mr. Faulkner's writing, if 
anything, has grown In power and 
vividness. In this we agree with 
a nationally known reviewing 
sheet. But with the review's 
statement that Mr. Faulkner has 
in "Pj'lon" demonstrated his abil- 
ity to handle a dayUght theme 
we wish to take issue. The un- 
healthily conceived followers of 
air racing who inhabit the book's 
pages should be ignored, or re- 
legated to the manure heap of 
distorted Unaginatlons. Their l)e- 
havior it will do no one any good 
to read about, much less to dis- 
cuss.

Even though the ^ring rains 
have put Virginia soil back to a 
condition of adequate reserve sup- 
plies of moisture for the first time 
since 1929. specialists in the agri- 
cultural departments at V. P. I. 
fear the unusual rainfall may do 
more harm than good. They say 
the weather is not only delaying 
spray applications in orchards,^ 
but is likely to cause severe in- 
festations by fungous diseases 
which thrive in damp weather 
and are spread Uy r&lns. There 
are not many plants and trees or 
fruits and vegetables not subject 
to one or more fungous diseases. 

X>n the other hand, the rains so 
far. except for delaying plowing 
and early seeding, have been 
beneficial. Permanent pastures: 
hay, forage and other cr<H)s seed- 
ed last fall or winter; and trees, 
many of which have not yet re- 
covered from the 1930 drought; 
have a brighter future this season 
than at any time in the last six 
years. If the wet weather is over 
by the middle of April, it is be- 
lieved the benefits will far out- 
weigh the damages for farming in 
general. Some experts claim that 
these spring downpours are worth 
from one to two million dollars 
to this state alone.

jective. On this day the public 
will be shown in various attrac- 
tive ways what has been accom- 
plished by the schools during the 
past session in promoting the 
health of the pupils, and all will 
be given an opportunity to de- 
cide w"hat may be accomplished in 
that respect during the next year 
by concerted efforts of all the 
people-.for the "people" these 
children will soon become. 

This is one way by which it is 
hoped that parents and the public 
generally may be made alive to 
all the opportunities offered to 
make Virginia a healthy State 
through the health of its children.

n ECIPES for Easter are not as 
common as for most of our 
other lioHdays. Gold, white and 
purple seem, to be the important 
colors for Easter.

visible taxes which are part of 
the cost of his fare runs to about 
fifty-eight. 

There is nothing in the world 
that isn't taxed. The house we 
live in represents a legion of taxes 
^running all the way from taxes 
on standing timber to taxes paid 
by the store which sold the finish- 
ing paint and the manufacturers 
who prod uced it. Food, cjothing, 
transporaticm, entertainment, per^ 
lodicals. books— the tax bill is a 
substantial item in their cost to 
the consumer. 

It is obvious that these indirect 
taxes— which provide thei)ulk of 
governmental revenue— fall more 
heavi^ on persons of moderate 
means than on those with higher 
hicomes.

ment, has been found to iron out 
the "humps" in the availability of 
feed required by the herd, pro- 
viding grazing consistently 
throughout the season. 

Efficient pasture management 
requires fertilization of half acre 
per cow to insure grazing. This 
win p rovide ex tra early grazing 
before the unfertilized pasture is 
ready, and it will also provide ad- 
ditional late spring or early sum- 
mer pasturage. After the applica- 
tion of fertilizer, the management 
of the grazing becomes a most 
important factor. It is useless to 
.expect profitable results if the 
herd is allowed to graze without 
control. The cows' should be turn- 
ed on the fertilized grass when 
it has reached a height of four 
to eight inches. 

It is important to watch the 
growth of both the fertilized and 
uiffertilized pastures so that the 
cows can be turned on either be- 
fore the grass becomes too old to 
make the best grazing. By the 
plan outlined, it is possible to 
secure grazing on the fertilized 
pasture ten to fifteen days earlier 
than is ordinarily obtained on un- 
fertilized grass. After the un- 
fertilized grass has been grazed 
down to the safe limit, the fertil- 
izer grass will provide a further 
period of grazing. Meanwhile, 
cheap grazing has been substi- 
tuted for expensive bam feeding. 

This provides the herd with suf- 
ficient feed^ until midsummer, 
when supplementary pasturage 
must be provided. If part of the 
hay field is mowed early in the 
season and top-dressed with a 
complete fertilizer, there will be 
a heavy aftermath which will pro- 
vide several weeks of good grazing. 
Sweet clover, sown Very early, 
makes a satisfactory pasture for 
several weeks in August and early 
autumn, and finally the second 
growth on the unfertilized hay 
land will furnish additional late 
grazing.

And we see by the papers that 
an average of $4.63 was spent up- 
on each 1 relief case ' in Princess 
Ann ^ c ounty during-^th e month of 
February. 

Offhand, we wouldn't know 
Whether this is a large sum, or a 
small sum— but when we read still 
further to see that only three 
other communities in the state 
paid as little as that during the 
same month, we b^in to wonder. 
Especially when we note that In 
all three of these incidents, the 
number of reUef cases was far less 
than in this county. 

Princess Anne had 177 reUef 
cases to take care of. Westmore- 
land had a similar number and 
aitplied $9.94 cents to each of 
them. Fredericksburg had only 
152 cases and spent $19.46 on 
each ofv-them, the highest amount 
paid in the state. 

We don't know the re^ison for 
this great discrepancy. Perhaps 
some officials of the Virginia 
Emergency Relief Association can 
give what they call a "logical ex- 
planation." 

But we do know that relief cases 

in Princess Anne are as deserving 

as any in the state, and shouH 

be treated as well. We hope and 

trust that next month's report will 

show a better record.

One of our books today con- 
cerns that American manifesta- 
tion, the NRA; the other two take 
up matters on a grander scale of 
world importance. 

The first book, "The Blue Eagle 
from Egg to .Earth," gives the 
pul)lic an opportunity to view the 
NRA from Gen. Hugh S. John- 
son's angle. No one can be long 
in doubt what that angle is. The 
book is a violent attempt on the 
General's part to outline what he 
calls "the real doctrine of NRA;" 
to answer all the charges against 
it; and to explain why it was not 
successful. In so doing, unfortun- 
ately, the upholder of the doctrine 
at times contradicts himself. For 
some reason, certain critics choose 
to ignore the book. Popular 
opinion, however, labels it as 
worth reading if you're Interested 
in the General's side of the issue 
—or if you are intesested in snip- 
ing at the' General's opinions. 

The other two books, "The 
State in Theory and Practice" by 
Harold J. Laski. and "Farewell to 
Revolution" by Everett Dean 
Martin, deal with subjects that 
have been studied for a number 
of years by the authors. Professor 
Laski believes, and gives convinc- 
ing arguments, that economic 
equality is inevitable and that the 
da^ of capitalism are numbered. 
Whether a change of this sort 
can be made peaceably, he does 
not say, but he admits that the 
chances for a non-vi(dent revolu- 
tion are better where political 
equaUty exists. "Farewell to Re- 
volution" follows the other book 
naturally. In it Professor Martin 
attempts to point out that revolu- 
tions accomplish nothing, and 
mamtains that Uie real motives of 
revolutions never coincide with 
the professed beliefs of revolu. 
tionists. but ai-e mitgrowths of 
less altruistic draires. He cites ten 
revolutlMis as examples and endis 
by showing them all to be stere- 
otyped affairs. This bock only 
touches (m a very de^ subject, 
but is neverttiieleBs tlw more read- 
al^ oi the two.

The United States Oovemmeht 
is the biggest hoMhig cmnpany 
in the world. It stands in the 
same position toward the 48 states 
as does an electric holding com- 
pany that has an interest in 48 
operating companies. 

The United States Government 
finances its operations through 
borrowings, btmds and note issues, 
subscribed to by the taxpayers 
(Stockholders) of tjie various 
states and, in turn, renders ser- 
vices to most states that they 
could not provide for themselves. 

An electric holding company 
does the same thing for its oper- 
ating companies — it marshals fin- 
ancial resources and renders ser- 
vices which small, isolated operat- 
ing companies could not provide 
for themselves. 

Today the Government, in du- 
plicating power development in an 
uncalled-for manner, is "pyramid- 
ing" the power supply of the na- 
tion wlth^taxpayers' funds, in ti 
way that vrould be condemned un- 
qualifiedly if private electric hold- 
ing companies dissipated stock- 
holders' money in such a waste- 
ful manner.

The Illhiois Legislature should 
support Gov. Homer in his re- 
quest for a statute extending to 
women the right to act as jurors. 
When women serve in Congress, 
on the Federal bench and in the 
EMplomatic Corps, it Is nothing 
short of unreasonable to bar them 
from jury service, as Missouri and 
Illinois do. As to public opinion 
in our neighbor State, there , Xi 
be no doubt. Four years ago, the 
Illin<^ Legislature passed the 
measure whose re-enactment Gov. 
Homer now urges. Had the legis- 
lators stopped with that, Illinois 
would now be among the States 
with feminine Jurors. But they 
went on to make the effectiveness 
of the act dependent on a p<q)ular 
referendum. When the question got 
to the Illinois Supreme Court, 
that tribunal took no notice of 
the fact that the voters sub- 
sequently had upheld this exten- 
sion of women's rights, but ruled 
that the Legidature erred when 
it provided for a refemidum.

and is receiving nothing in return. 
ttk total assessed value of all of 
the real pr(4>erty in X^mnhi^ven 
Magisterial District is $1,443,335, 
of which the assessed value in this 
territory afcme is $450,285. Checlc 
the proportion for yourselves. You 
property owners are paying to the 
OMmty at the r^te of $3.55 per 
one hundred dollars of assessed 
vaatieTOTfriotald* $15,98100 pet 
year. The County has not taxed 
yqa in the past in accordance with 
yom' public needs, but rather in 
accordance with what its officials 
desired to spend to improve Con- 
ditions in the farming sections, to 
bUfld farm roads and to finance 
rural projects. This fact is il 
iutrated by the rates paid by you 
in former years, for example, $4.35 
in 1929; $4.55 in 1930; $4.15 in 
1931 and $4.00 in 1932, The small 
reduction which you now enjoy is 
oceisloned not by ^^^ efforts of 
thi County to relieve the burden 
(rf-teJNiyoB, but because the^State 
of Virginia has taken over in its 
secimdary road system the farm 
roads for which your money was 
previously expended, and which 
the County need no longer main- 
tain. That the County has not 
given you a larger reduction is os- 
casioned by the fact that it is 
largely maintaining its other 
public projects, which are of little 
or no Interest to you. with your 
money. This is the natural, if 
not the inevitable result where 
your tax funds are expended by a 
County Board, not one of whose 
members has the slightest com- 
munity of Interest with your terri- 
tory. Since 1923, when Lynnhaven 
Magisterial District was separat- 
ed friHn Seaboard Magisterial Dis- 
tritit. you, or your predecessors in 
tit^, have paid more than $150.- 
OOOiOO in taxes, and according to 
the public County records, less 
thah $1200.00 has been spent in 
your territory since the beginning 
of time. The Boal-d of Super- 
visors contributed $500.00 towards 
the cost of 108th Street,- built by 
the original owners of Cayce Hos- 
pital, and $225.00 each towards 
the, cost of two other streets, 
whleh were 4n each instance con- 
stmcted by private enterprise. In 
its Ie<$er of February 22, 1935, the 
County Committee points with 
"Pride to this $500.00 expenditure, 
but there is absolutely no record 
of the "large sums for improve- 
ments to streets ... on other 
stiwts too numerous to mention" 
as stated in its letter, and the 
Town believes and states that no 
st^ expenditures have ever been 
'^^made. 

"How, the $3.55 per one hun- 
dred dollars of assessed value 
wMdi you now pay. is divided for 
certain purposes. Fifty cents of 
thiB sum goes to support the 
CMBltjr Oovemment as a whole, a 
putpwe for which you as Indivi- 
duab have little interest. Ninety 
centfe vi Uiis sum is used to sup- 
pott the County schools. During 
the current year there is a total 
envMment of 2069 white children. 
pMl a substantial col(»vd enroll- 
nUttt. tX these 2060 whites, ap- 
pnHrimately 250 attend the Vir- 
ginia Beach School, leaving a 
total white enrollment in the 
CMH>^ of am»roxlmately 1819 Of 
then approximately thirty child- 
ren reside In the area for which 
annemthm is proposed, so that 
tMhi area, with not more than 
ciie>-sbitfeth of the total enroll- 
ment, yet imys approximately 
Qpte-flftemth (rf Uie Mm\ cost.

. 2. itSSBSSMENTS— "There is 
another aspect to this problem of 
taxation, and that is the matter 
of assessments, or the values fixed 
on your property on which you 
must pay at the rate ot $3.55 per 
(Hie hundred dollars, 'the im- 
portance of this feature cannot be 
over-emphasized, for the total 
amount which you pay is deter- 
mined as much by the vacation 
as by the rate. The County's let- 
ter of February 22, 1935, brings 
this to your attention on page 
two, but in an ihcorrect and mis- 
leading manner. Under the State 
law, towns, unlike cities, such as 
Norfolk, have no control over the 
assessment of property for taxa- 
tion. The theory of the law, is 
that for this purpose the town is 
a part of the county. Conseq- 
uently. by law, a County Board 
makes all assessments. Virginia 
Beach has consistently endeavor^ 
ed to keep the assessment of prop- 
erty within its boundaries as low 
as possible, for the reason that 
that will be at once apparent to 
you. iiamely, that even as to prop- 
erty within the corporate limits, 
the County takes fach year fifty 
cents per one hundred dollars of 
assessed value, to defray the gen- 
eral expenses of the County Oov- 
emment, a purpose which is of no 
benefit to residents of the Town 
except as to the functions per 
formed by the County Courts, the 
cost ormaintainlng which are iar 
less than the sum annually taken 
in- taxation. In this endeavor the 
Town has been markedly unsuc- 
cessful, for the primary reason 
that the County Government is 
largely controlled by rural resid- 
ents who have no community of 
interest with the suburban resi- 
dent, and no hesitancy in having 
him contribute' as far as possible 
to the cost of their -public pro- 
jects. A glance at t)ie official re- 
cords will establish this statement 
beyond all^ question. We state 
without fear of contradiction that 
"ever}' assessment for taxation ever 
made of property within the con- 
fines of Princess Anne County, in- 
cluding the assessment of prop- 
erty within the corporate limits of 
Virginia Beach, has been made by 
a County Board. Ten years ago 
(1925), the total assessed value of 
the real estate in Lynnhaven 
Magisterial District was $782,405. 
Today it U $1,626,869.00, an in- 
crease of more than one hundred 
and ten per cent. Of, this tre- 
mendous increase l:he farm lands 
in the District have shared prac- 
tically no part .County Boards of 
Re-assessment or Equalitation. 
lave added these values to prop- 
erty wlUiln the corporate limits 
of the Town of Vliglnla Beach, 
and in the territory for which an- 
nexation is contemplated. As late 
as the summer of 1934, the Coun- 
ty Board of Equalisation, com- 
posed of one member from 
Kempsville Magisterial District, 
one member from Pungo Magis- 
terial District; one member from 
Seaboard Magisterial District: 
one member from Lynnhaven 
Maglsteiial District (not from 
your area), and one member from 
Virginia Beach, <in the selection 
of whose members the Town of- 
ficials had no voice whatever* in- 
creased the asse-ssed values of 
propeit.v within the corporate 
limits of Virginia Beach by a total 
of $92,530.00. and the assessed 
values In the territory in which 
the Annexation is proposed, by 
$94,595.00. The increase by this 
Board for the remainder of Lynn- 
haven District outside of this area 
was practically nil. The Increase 
inKempsville Magistetial District, 
the largest and richest District of 
the County, was $48,770.00: in 
Seaboard Magisterial District 
$11054 00: in Pungo Magisterial 
District $4,980.00: in Blackwater 
MagUterial District $1787,00. The 
assessments for farm lands vary 
at from $10.00 to $25.00 per acie.

or Princess Anne County- has en- 
deavored to fatten on increased 
assessments, l^or the County-G«n- 
mitte e , in th e face of these public 
records, to advise you that upon 
annexation you stand in danger 
of having your assessment in- 
creased at the hands of the Town 
of Virginia Beach, is a piece of 
effrontery without parallel in the 
annals of any discussion of a 
public matter. , 

3. MORE ABOUT TAXATHUN— 

"The Town tax rate for property 
within its limits in $2.40 for one 
hundred dollars of assessed valua- 
tion. It has not greatly varied 
from this figure for a number of 
years, and there is no reason to. 
believe it will substantially exceed 
that rate in the future. In addi- 
tion to this $2.40. property owners 
within the corporate limits are 
required to pay $1.40 '%jj^e Coun- 
ty. Of this $1.40 the County is 
required by. law to return ninety 
cent$ (the schoolleyy) at the end 
of each year. While the County 
requires a levy of ninety cents to 
operate its schools, the Town by 
more efficient methods ,and be- 
cause It does not have the pro- 
blem of transporting its children 
to the same extent that the Coun- 
ty does, is enabled to operate Its 
schools for a total not exceeding 
sixty cents. The excess is expend- 
ed for the general purposes of the 
Tonot as a part of its gross rev- 
enue. From the $2.40 which the 
Town collects from Its taxpayers, 
and this excess, it performs all 
of its public functions, including 
the construction and maintenance 
of streets, sewers, sidewalks, and 
street lights, the maintenance of 
a capable and efficient police and 
fire department, a systematic col- 
lection of garbage and trash, the 
mahitenance of a Health Depart- 
ment and the retirement of its 
corporate debt. The County, with 
few of these burdens, requires a 
levy of $2.55 for bonds, plus a 
levy of fifty cents for general pur 
B<»es. Its Committee points with 
pride to the fact that at the end 
of the last fiscal year it showed 
a substantial surplus. Any poli- 
tical sub-division can show a sur- 
plus when it collects a substantial 
proportion o' It* entire revenue 
from a territory in which it ex- 
pends nothing. From the stand- 
point of the taxpayer, the ques» 
tion is which group gets the most 
benefit for its money. If an- 
nexed to the Town you will pay at 
not exceeding $3.55 for a peiiod 
of five years, of which the Town 
will receive a maximum of $2.15 
as against the $2.40 which its 
present property ownn? pay. This 
rate of course wiU be applicable 
to whatever value the County As 
cessment Board may place on your 
property in 1938. the next re-as- 
sessment year, but at least you 
will have an opportunity to make 
common cause with those similar- 
ly situated within the To^-n. 

4. INSURANCE BATES— "The 
Town's letter of November 36. 
1934. attempted to point out the 
saving to householders in the re- 
duced cost of fii« insuram^ cov- 
erage after annexati<m. Of this 
the county committee says. 'Your 
CMnmittee do» not beheve that 
inwraMe ratec will be materially 
rediKOd.'

5. grmaeWS — There aae a 
great many imiHwed streets in 
the area for which annexati<m is 
proposed. These streets rein'esent 
an expenditure of approximately 
$73,000.60 1^ private owners, as 
against Jess Jl»n $1200.00 by the 
County. The majority were ccm- 
structed by the land develcHnnent 

-^Bompanies which sub-divided and 
mariceted Ihls area. Most of the 
lots hiring passed into private 
han^L0 no further ccmstruction 
nor nmintenance can be expected 
of the land devel(H>ment com- 
panies. Some of the streets are 
rapidly reaching a state of bad 
repair, and unless attended to will 
present serious problems to the 
property owners in the near 
future. Upon annexaticnl. the 
Town will assume this problem, 
and provide for the same within 
the limits of its, resources. The 
County has consistently refused 
to accept a single one of these 
.''treets as a County street ap- 
parently so it eould not be called 
on ta contribute anything toward 
maintaining the same. Afcer the 
severe storms of 1933 the County 
Board of Supervisors refused to 
contribute even $1000.00 to re- 
move the sand and water so that 
property owners might get to their 
houses. 

6. MOSQUITO ELIMINATION 
AND GENERAL HEALTH— "The 
whole area to be annexed has 
been surveyed and mapped under 
the supervision of the Town au- 
thorities. There are two hundred 
and one sinks in the area requir- 
ing constant treatment to keep 
down mosquitoes to the extent 
that the territory may be livable. 
In the past, property owners have 
been most liberal in their con- 
tributions in furtherance of this 
work. During 1934 the work was 
performed under the supwervision 
of Town officials, and the cost 
defrayed * substantially sixty per 
cent by private subscription as 
against forty per cent borne by 
the Town. Of course the Town 
had a direct interest in this work 
because mosquitoes breecUng in 
this area are. to some extent 
troublesome within the limits of 
the Town. T(> date the County 
has not contributed one cent*- to 
this public problem, but on the 
contrary has consistently refused 
to do so, and in all probability 
will continue in that course. Un- 
less the territory is annexed the 
Town will be compelled to with- 
draw from this work beyond the 
extent that Its performance may

8. THE USE OF TOWN WATER— 

'Town water is now available to a 
majority of the residents of this 
area. It can be made available to 
all of said residents by an ex- 
penditure of an additional $2000. 
which will be made by the Town 
if the territory is annexed. That 
sum will be available from cur- 
rent funds without an unusual 
method of financing. U is true 
that private property owners hi 
your area advanced the necessary 
funds for the present installation, 
but only on a basis on which the 
Town is obligated to the retire- 
ment of such funds, with inter- 
est, so that the system has not 
•been constructed at the expend 
of the property owners of this 
territory, " nor is the Town mak- 
ing a tremendous profit from 
water there sold. The Town en- 
tered ii^o this arrangement for 
the benefit of the property own- 
ers, to build up the territory, and 
in g&od faith, and will continue 
to furnish the water as long as 
it can do so without detriment to 
residents within its corporate 
limits, however, each contract to 
supply water beyond the corpor- 
ate limits includes the reservation 
that the Town may disccmtinue 
this service at any time. The nec- 
essity for such reservation is oc- 
casioned by the fact that if ad- 
ditional buildings continue to be 
constructed in the area at their 
present rapid rate, it will soon 
be necessary fot' the Town to con- 
struct a storage capacity in ad- 
dition to its pr^ent tutk of 
twelve hundred thousand galltms. 
When that time arrives, the Town 
cannot be expected to mi^e this 
addiUonal capital investment for 
the benefit of rodents beyond 
Its Umits. and imless the mtdnits.

'fhe county tax rate will remain 
uMhtnged for the fiscal year of 
1935-36. 

This was decided definitely at 
the regular monthly meeting of 
the County Board of Supervisors 
held Monday. 
^Ai the February meeting it was 



decided tentatively to raise the 
general county levy from 50 cents 
to S$ c«nt« a hundred and to 
lower the school levy from 90 
cents to 85 cents. This however 
met with disapproval and the 
action was later rescinded so that 
the general levies will remain the 
nunc for another year. 

This total levy of $1.40 per $100 
assessed value will be paid by all 
r«d^ts of the county, while ad- 
ditional levies are 'to be paid by 
re^jhits of the various districts. 

At Virginia Beach, only the 
$1.40 levy is paid to the county 
Init the residents must pay a town 
le# also. At Blackwater the 
county levy is supplemented only 
}xf the general county bond levy of 

At kempsville the road bond 
levy of 90 cents paid last year has 
beeh raised to $1.20, but the 
achtHri bond levy of 55 cents has 
been lowered to 25 cents, leaving 
the figures the same. The total 
Ittttpsvllle district levy, therefore, 
IneUiding the general levies and 
the county bond levy, is $3. 

The road bond' levy in the 
Lynnhaven district Was raised 
from $1 to $1.10 but the school 
bond levy was lowered proportion- 
ately from $1 to 90 cents leaving 
the total at $3.55. ^ 

*nie Seaboard District road 
fjamd levy was also raised, from 
$1J0 to $1.30, but in this case 
alio, the school bond levy was 
lowered— from 35 cents to 25 
cmts.

This final and definite decision

Indigent P)rincess Anne County

Her proposal met with opposi- 
tion from Supervisors Oeorge 
Dawley and M. C. Mansfield, who 
seemed to oppose all hospitaliza- 
tion, while the others favored the 
payment for each individual case 
on the recommendation of the 
supervisor of the district in which 
the caM occurred. 

Miss Lovell pointed out that 
many people in heed of hospital- 
ization were coming to her, but 



that she had no authority to act 
on such matters, and would in 
the |bture send each case direct 
to the supervisor of his district. 

Several of the supervisors pro- 
tested at this, and two, namely 
Supervisor Hudgins and Super- 
visor Payne stated that although 
they had already authorized the 
sending of several cases to the 
hospital, they would not authorize 
any more. 

Clerk of Court J. P. Woodhouse 
read a letter from the Norfolk 
Hospital Association asking that 
the County make some terms with 
the local hospitals so that the 
hospitals would not have to bear 
the brunt of the expense, and 
urged that some action be taken 
by the Board. 

A tentative motion to appro- 
priate $500 for this purpose was 
made but received no second, and

Town to DecMc On AMMdl At 
Meetfaif of Cmmdl, To th

A statutory court com- 
posed of three judges today 
ruled to dismiss a petition in 
which the' town of Virginia 
Beach had asked to annex idl 
that territory extending from 
the northern boundary of the 
town on Atlantic avenue to 
the southern limits _of--llie 
Government reservation at^ 
Fort Story. 

The decision came at the 
end of a three-day trial held 
at the Princess Anne Circuit 
Court, in which both town 
and county had paraded 
scores of witnesses through 
the witness stand. 

Judge jf. C. Clement, of 
Chatham, who with Judge C. 
W. Coleman, of Portsmouth, 
was appointed by Governor 
Peery to sit with Judge B. D. 
White during the hearing, 
rendered the verdict, whien, 
he saidv-was^ unanimous for 
the three judges^. 
_-"We have considered this 
matter from every angle," he 
said, "and we agree with Um 
counsel for the town that thflj 
natural trend for buildinff isi 
In the general direction of thei 
proposed annexed area; that 
the residents in this area 
have a natural community in- 
terest with the Town; that 
the area is unsuitable for 
agriculture, and that in due 
time it may become necessanr 
and expedient for this terri- 
tory to be annexexd by the 
town. 

"But," he continued, "we 
cannot see where Virginia 
Beach or this proposed an> 
nexed territory has develop- 
ed sufficiently to make an* 
nexation either necessary or 
expedient at this time." 

Following a digression on the 
adequacy of fire and police pn.

Judge Clement continued. 

"We agree that the Board 9i 
Supervisors of this County has 
been neglectful of this area to ta-

and see no reason why they eaiit 
fumi^ a paid officer tor this 
victoity. We feel also that 
have been negtectful in not 
pensatlng Virgtoia Beach t»t the 
fire protection offered this eiaa. 
There is no reason for PrlaaiBs 
Anne county not giving this Me- 
tion some conveniences."

Who is elgible to vote? •

Any such suggestlcm frcnn Mr. 
Trlnkle must arrest attention. His 
experience embraces not only 
executive but legislative work. He 
was (me of the more con^euous 
figures in the Senate before his 
nomination in 1921 for Governor. 
Few men in Virginia kiiow better 
than he the workings of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. When he says' that 
both branches of the lawmaktog 
body are too large for the achieve- 
ment of the results, it is time 
thoughtful citizens gave some 
study to the matter. 

Any one famUiar with legisla- 
tive processes in Virginia— or any- 
where in the country, for that 
matter— knows that the work of 
the Assembly is d<nie by compara- 
tively few men. They shape State 
policies. Others may introduce 
bills, but a -select group passes on 
them, either approving the pro- 
posals or turning thumbs down on 
the ideas set forth. The attitude 
of these leaders seals the fate of 
all suggested legislation. Lesser 
members merely jprn>ose: greater 
members dispose. 

This recognized condition has 
led publlcmlnded men, from time 
to time, to suggest changes In the 
legislative system. Nebraska, for 
example, under the leadership of 
Senator Norrls, has discarded the 
old bi-cameral plan and has 
established, in its stead, a uni- 
cameral lawmaking body— a sort 
of council of state with legislative 
powers. This is one of the most 
interesting governmental develop- 
ments of the time, and will be 
watched eagerly by leaders in 
others States of the Union. The 
experiment, If It Is successful, 
may lead to similar changes else- 
where. 

Two elements enter- the com- 
position of unwieldy lawmaking 
bodies. The first of them Is over- 
emphasis on the "Jeffersonlan 
principle" of representation. Every 
considerable group of citizens de- 
mands that Its needs and its 
aspirations be voiced in the Leg- 
islature by one of its members. 
And the second element is akin 
to the first. It is the argument 
that every Interest, however small 
and however Insignificant In its 
relation to the business of the 
State as a whole, must have re- 
presentation In the maklpg of 
laws. Neither contention seems 
sound. 

Mr. Trlnkle's suggestion is very 
interesting. Some day we may 
adopt It. And if the unicameral 
experiment in Nebraska works out 
satisfactorily, we may even go 
beyond it in the Interest of more 
expeditious and better conceived 
legislation.

The purpose of Uie campaign is 
to raise funds to provide for ap- 
proximately 700 homeless, neg- 
lected and dependent children 
now in the care of the Society 
and to extend the vork, enabling 
the Society to take as many more 
chil^hren as funds will permit dur- 
ing the coming year. The mini- 
mum budget that must be saised 
is approximately $75,000.00 and 
the Society is making an effort 
to exceed this budget so that it 
will not find it necessary to turn 
down so many requests for help 
during 1935. 

Last year, the Society was call- 
ed in on 117 new cases involving 
194 children. Due to the limited 
funds of the Society, only 31 of 
these new children could be ac- 
cepted tot care. ' Temporary pro- 
vision was made for a few of the 
others, but a majority still repre- 
sent calls for help from homeless 
children that remain unanswer- 
ed. 

During the month of May, it is 
expected that local campaigns wfll 

-conducted in every county and 
xtty hi the state. Plans tot organ- 
izing these local campaigns are 
being promoted by the State 
Campaign Committee under the 
leadership of E. Randolph Wil- 
liams, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee, which includes the Rev. John 
Wm. Smith. John H. Cecil and 
Maxwell Wallace of Richmond, 
the Honourable E, Lee Trlnkle, of 
Roanoke, Dr. Wm. A. Brown, of 
Portsmouth, and Gardner L 
Boothe of Alexandria.

a masterpiece of oratiHy. He 
opened 1^ reminding the court 
that the law required that a 
municipality seeking to annex an^ 
terrltmy must prwe that the an- 
nexation Is both necessary and 
expedient. He cmttinued 1^ de- 
fining Uie word "necessary" which 
he said referred to something <me 
cannot do without. 

He added to this by stating 
that the testimony HH^sented Iv 
the county had proven that fire 
protection was not necessary, 
since insurance would take care 
of any damage, and since rates^ 
were not excessive; that good 
streets were hot necessary in the 
area, that those already there 
would suffice; that garbage re 
moval was not necessary, since 
darkies could be hired for a small 
siun to remove it; that police pro- 
tection in the area was not nec- 
essary since few depredations 
were reported; that the present 
school system #as satisfactory, 
and that the State highway was 
now being maintabied by the 
State and that the town would 
not be able to maintain it as sat- 
isfactorily. 

The town's real interest in the 
annexation proceedings, he told 
the court, was to get money. The 
town, he said, was overbonded and 
ony had been produced to 
show^his. The Town, therefore 
was in no position, fina,nciaITy, Xo 
make any improvements. 

In conclusion he stated, that re- 
sidents in ttie proposed annexed 
area, were afraid that annexation 
would result in the quadrupling 
of their taxes; that they didn't 
want progress, they didn't want 
anything to do with the town, 
that they had moved to that area 
to be left alone, and for that rea- 
son they wanted simply to be left 
alone. 

Mr. Ashburn, as the final 
speaker fo rthe Town spi^e at 
greater length than any of the 
previous speakers. He stated^hat 
testimony has shown that the 
Town has practically no desirable 
property left withlft limits that 
despite Mr. Ackiss' comments to 
the contrary, the situation here is, 
paralleled at Atlantic City, where 
the town extends along the sea- 
shore for 20 miles, but is only 
six blocks deep; that the Town 
cannot direct Its growth, for it 
is determined by the individual 
citizens. 

After commenting on that fact 
that the proposed area is Isolated 
from the County, Insomuch as 
it is bounded on the north by 
Fort Story, on the south by the 
Town, on the east by the Ocean 
and on the west by the Caue 
Henry desert, and that the town 
would derive no direct beiteflts 
from the area for year. 
Mr. Ashburn changed his 
type of arguments to remark that 
his opponent (referring tn Mr. 
Vandeventer) blew both hot and 
cold. 

"With one breath." he said, "he 
says that the area doesn't need 
any Improvements, and with the 
other he says that the area needs 
Improvements but the Town can't 
afford to give them." . 
- He continued his argument.'? by 
saying that the Town had made 
no pretension of promising vast 
immediate benefits. Service will 
be given where necessary, he said, 
to mahitain streets, to provide 
w^ter and sanitation. 

He stated that County attorneys 
had made a point of showing that 
assessments in the area were low, 
but, testimony brought out by a 
county witness, had also shewn 
that same rates affected the 
town also. 

After explaining the non-pay- 
ment of the sinking fund by the 
town— one of the points emphas- 
ized by the county attcwneys, Mr. 
Ashlttirn concluded by citing law 
from a similar case and then re- 
minding the court that the Coun- 
ty has not and would not want 
to help any territory In that vlcl» 
nity because it is not connected in 
any way with any other part of 
the County. 

The final argument was com- 
pleted at 3 p. m., and the judges 
reported back with their decision 
40 mmutes later. 

The town opened its case on 
Tuesday morning, when Attorney 
Ashburn expressed "surprise" at

The Norfolk Hospital Associa- 
tion waited upon the Board some 
time ago and offered ti^'take care 
of all the Hospitalization work for 
$1500 a year. This fee wOuM in- 
clude investigation also, making 
the hospital assume authority to 
investigate all cases and to ac- 
cept as charity only those of peo. 
pie who actually had no money. 

The Board voted not to do this, 
since prior to this year, there has, 
never been need to spend more 
than one or two hundred dollars 
for such things. In recent months, 
however a ntunber of cases have 
come in, so that the County hos- 
pital bills have averaged as much 
as $100 a month. 

What is to be done in the case 
of emergency cases is not clear at 
present. The cases will, of course, 
be referred to the District Super- 
visor, but he in authorizing the 
hospitalization may find himself 
saddled with the bill, since the 
remaining members of the Board 
may refuse to approve it. 

The result, of course, unless 
some definite action is taken, is 
that county residents, in need of 
hospitalization will have to throw 
themselves on the mercy of Nor- 
folk hospitals.
